Neither t piano nor an organ should 


be left opki at night, or habitually when 
not in rise! The changes of temperature 
are very hortful to the tone of any in- 
strument, !and especially the gathering 
of dampness, which not only interferes 
with the tine and quality of the strings 
and reeds but is very likely seriously to 
affect the;works. Pianos in particular 
should be kep^ in as even a temperature 
as possible, since they are much affected 
by alternations of heat and colS, dryness 
and moisture; if thns exposed they re- 
quire ver? frequent tuning, and are not 
satisfac'tcry in action or tone. Care is 
also equally desirable in regard to other 
stringed nstruments-the violin family, 
banjos, gaitars-and like.
